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In our 1949 catalogue, we are again offering what we consider only 
the best of the newcomers and the best of the old timers. Naturally, 
we cannot grow every variety, but we are growing several hundred 
varieties we do not list. To warrant a listing in our catalogue, a variety 
must have given us good growth, propagated well and in general, 
given an all around good perfomance. We have tried to list faults as 
well as virtues. Our growing season this year has been extra good. 
It started early and we had an exceptionally late frost. Bulbs have 
been showing up very clean. An exceptional number of jumbo bulbs 
have been dug. 


We try to raise quality stock, rather than quantity. Careful at- 
tention is given towards getting healthy corm stocks, to drainage, to 
fertilizing and to irrigation, all according to the best usage. Poor 
corm stocks are discarded as soon as found. We feel that we increase 
our quality and lessen chance of disease by digging before the tops 
are dead, and by very careful handling in the field and in storage to 
prevent bruising and other mechanical injury. Spraying or dusting in 
the field, and treatment in storage are all according to the latest up 
to date practices. The bulbs are rouged and whenever a questionable 
plant is found, it is removed immediately. 


1949 PRICES 


On a whole, prices have been reduced throughout our catalogue. 
Some have been reduced proportionately more than others, reflecting 
usually, the propagating qualities of the particular variety. On the 
other hand, labor costs have risen, as have other items like printing, 
transportation charges, in fact, nearly everything that enters into bus- 
iness. In view of this, please include postage on orders up to $2.50. 
On orders over $2.50 we will prepay transportation charges. Ship- 
ments will be made parcel post unless you request express. Express 
is the safest, and if you wish us to ship express collect, we will include 
the difference between the parcel post charges and the_ express 
‘charges in extra bulbs.

Fair Angel is the name of the variety. 

Hatch is the name of the originator. 

42 is the year of introduction. 

85 Days is the average growing time for large size bulbs. Smaller 
sizes will take a little longer, and probably, although not always, 
will not produce quite as nice a spike. 

Then follows a description of the variety mostly from field notes. 

L, 3-25c is the price for 3 large bulbs. Please do not order less than 
the quantity shown as it costs us too much to handle the small 
items. Where marked *, it indicates jumbo bulbs are avail- 
able at 10% increase in price. A large bulb is one measuring 
more than 14” in diameter and a jumbo bulb would be one 


over 2%” in diameter, | 


M 3- ISci is the price of 3 medium size bulbs. Here too, we must request 
that you order in the quantity listed. A medium size bulb is 
over %” and under 1%” in diameter. They will produce 
saleable flowers. It is a more economical way of starting in 
with a variety. 


S 10-25c is the price on ten small bulbs. These will measure %4” to %” 
in diameter and will usually produce bloom and a good size 
bulb for the next season. ‘They are usually produced from 
bulblets planted early in the season. Thus you are assured 
of getting nice bulbs grown from bulblets in two years time. 
This is the cheapest way of getting a start in a variety, pro- 
‘vided you are willing to wait another year’s time to get results. 


B 50- 25c This is the ‘price for 50 Bulblets. Bulblets are the cheap- 
est and ‘slowest way of getting results. On’ the more 
common varieties, the bulblets are screened over a 4’’ screen. 
On the scarcer varieties they are put out on a “field run” basis, 
but we always try to put the largest ones in the package. 
Germination and growth is very good in some varieties and 
very poor in others. We have tried to indicate the results in 
our comments. Some varieties will make only small bulbs the 
first year, others will make a few medium and large sizes, as 
well as a number of small ones. A great deal depends on the 
earliness of planting and the care, water supply, etc. We try 
to peel, or at least crack the hull on all the higher priced 

. bulblets before we plant them. This helps a great deal in the 
quick growth. No guarantee of growth or germination is made 

on bulblets. In planting, we try to plant our bulblets at least 
2” apart to give ample room for growth. We plant as early 
in the spring as we can get the ground worked, planting about 
1%” or 2” deep. Storing bulblets in a warm room for 6 to 8 
weeks before planting sometimes helps to promote quick 
germination. 
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GUARANTEE 


We guarantee our bulbs to be true to name and free from disease 
' or thrip. Please open the package and examine them immediately on 
arrival and if not satisfactory, advise us at once. We make errors 
once in a while, and if any bulbs are found not as represented, we will 
replace them (togther with something extra for your trouble) or we 
will refund your money if you will return the unsatisfactory stock. 
At no time will we be liable for more than the original amount paid 
for the bulbs. Due to conditions beyond our control, we are not- re- 
sponsible for growth of bulbs or bulblets. All orders are placed with 
this understanding. The fields and bulbs have been state inspected, 
and this gives us the added assurance that they are free of disease 
and thrip. ~ 


SHIPPING 


We usually start shipping about March lst depending entirely on 
weather conditions. Express is the safest means of transportation. 
If your express office is different from your postoffice, be sure to note 
it on the order. 
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EARLY ORDERS 


We have a good stock of nearly every variety listed, and by plac- 
ing your order early, you get the pick of the bulbs. If there is a 
variety you would like to have, and you do not find it listed, we would 
appreciate your inquiry. We are growing several hundred varieties 
we do not list, either because we do not have sufficient stock, or per- 
haps, because we are not satisfied with the performance of the variety. 
We are in a position to supply nominal quantities of some varieties on 
your inquiry. 


EXTRAS 


We always try to include an extra bulb or so, depending upon the 
size of the order, to enable you to try out newer varieties. 


This year, we are including a marker tag with every variety where 
the order is for 12 or more bulbs of the same kind and size. If you 
should order 12 Picardy and 6 Corona, we would include one tag. 
These are zinc markers and we think you will like them. They are 
absolutely weather proof, even with an ordinary lead pencil. We have 
used them for several years and have yet to find a tag at the end of 
the season that is not readily readable. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS, CARE, ETC. 


Included with each shipment will be complete instructions for 
planting, fertilization, spraying, digging and storage. These instruc- 
tions have been prepared by the North American Gladiolus Council and 
are the latest and most up to date information available. Please open 
package as soon as you get it and store in a cool dry place until plant- 
ing time.
